WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  U.S.  District 
Jude  John  J.  Sirica  raised  the  possibility 
Wednesday  that  the  case  of  the  White 
House  tape  gap  may  be  referred  to  a 
grand  jury. 

“I  have  to  decide  whether  or  not  I’m 
going  to  recommend  to  the  special 
prosecutor  that  this  case  should  be 
submitted  or  whether  the  special 
prosecutor  should  seriously  consider 
submitting  it  to  the  grand  jury,”  Sirica 
said.  ' 

It  was  the  first  statement  made  in  court 
by  the  judge  on  what  action  he  might 
take  in  the  matter. 

“I  want  to  hear  all  the  evidence,”  he 
said.  “That’s  the  decision  I  have  to  make. 
I’ll  make  that  decision  in  due  course.” 

On  Tuesday  a  panel  of  experts  said  that 
there  were  at  least  five  and  perhaps  as 
many  as  nine  instances  of  erasing  and 
rerecording  that  have  been  “obliterated.” 


The  tape  is  a  recording  made  of  a 
conversation  between  President  Nixon 
and  his  chief  of  staff  H.R.  Haldeman  on 
June  20,  1972.  The  erased  portion 
apparently  had  contained  talk  about  the 
break-in  at  the  Democratic  party 
headquarters  three  days  earlier. 

The  White  House  said  “premature 
judgments”  about  the  cause  of  the  gap 
“are  altogether  unwarranted.” 

“Further  discussion  would  be  improper 
while  this  matter  is  in  court,”  said  a 
formal  statement  from  the  office  of 
White  House  counsel  J.  Fred  Buzhardt. 

When  Deputy  Press  Secretary  Gerald  L. 
Warren  was  asked  by  a  reporter  “Did  the 
President  erase  the  tape?”  he  said:  “The 
answer  to  your  question  is  no.” 

Sirica  made  his  comment  in  a  judicial 
argument  with  Charles  Rhyne,  the  lawyer 
for  President  Nixon’s  secretary,  Rose 
Mary  Woods.  Miss  Woods  earlier  had  said 
that  she  had  pushed  the  record-erase 


button  on  a  tape  recorder  while 
transcribing  the  June  20  conversation. 

The  prosecution  questioned  Secret 
Service  personnel  Wednesday  about  who 
had  custody  of  the  tape  recorders. 

Louis  Sims,  chief  of  the  technical 
service  division  of  the  Secret  Service, 
testified  that  he  was  unable  to  supply 
documentary  evidence  on  who  had  used 
the  tape  recorders  at  various  times.  He 
said  those  records  were  destroyed  each 
time  a  machine  was  returned  to  Secret 
Service  custody. 

Sims  testified  that  the  microphones  in 
the  President’s  Oval  Office  and  his  other 
offices  remain  in  place  but  the  wires  that 
had  connected  them  to  recorders  have 
been  cut. 

The  tape  system  was  dismantled  last 
July  18  two  days  after  Alexander 
Butterfield,  testifying  before  the  Senate 
Watergate  committee,  revealed  its 
existence.

ASWAN,  Egypt  (AP)  - 
Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger  hopped  aboard  the 
Jerusalem-Aswan  shuttle  again 
Wednesday  and  flew  back  to 
Egypt  to  try  reconciling  Israeli 
and  Egyptian  proposals  for 
troop  disengagement  on  the 
Suez  front. 

Kissinger,  reflecting  the 
optimism  he  has  expressed 
since  arriving  in  the  Mideast, 
said  in  Aswan  that  “the  gap  is 
narrowing.” 

“I  am  coming  here  with  the 
hope  of  narrowing  it  further, 
or  even  eliminating  it,”  he 
added. 

It  was  Kissinger’s  third  trip 
to  Aswan  on  his  current 
Mideast  mediation  mission. 
Talks  there  with  President 
Anwar  Sadat  followed  his 
second  stop  in  Israel  for 
meetings  with  Foreign  Minister 
Abba  Eban  and  other  Israeli 
leaders.

Council  kills 
reorganization 
by  adjourning

Action  to  make  any  changes 
in  student  government’s 
organization  came  to  a  halt 
when  the  executive  council 
voted  toadjourn  last  night  after 
two  hours  of  heated 
discussion. 

After  continual 
disagreement  among  council 
members,  a  motion  to  adjourn 
was  made  by  Dave  Waterman, 
athletics  vice  president. 
ASBYU  President  Mark 
Reynolds  specified  that  an 
adjournment  vote  would  in 
essence  mean  that  no  further 
action  would  be  taken  on  any 
of  the  changes  proposed 
because  there  would  not  be 
enough  time  left  before 
student  body  elections  to 
complete  action. 

The  council  voted  6-4  in 
favor  of  adjournment. 

Karla  Knudsen,  Mark 
Reynolds,  Kirk  Rector  and 
Rick  Wilson  voted  against 
adjournment.  Voting  for 
adjournment  were  Reid 
Robison,  Waterman,  Jon 
Elton,  Mike  Waddoups,  Ron 
Richards,  and  Steve 
Nordstrom.  Mark  Alexander 
left  before  the  vote  was  taken. 

“I  am  very  disappointed  that 
the  council  chose  to  ignore  the 
opportunity  to  make 
improvements  in  student 
government,”  said  Reynolds 
after  the  meeting.  “I  feel  that 
there  are  still  significant  things 
that  can  be  done  without 
constitutional  change  which  I 
intend  to  do.” 


Many  proposals  had  come 
before  the  council  for 
constitutional  change  in  the 
past  several  meetings, 
including  eliminating  various 
offices,  combining  the 
financial  vice  president’s  duties 
with  the  executive  vice 
president,  and  appointing 
rather  than  electing  the 
financial  vice  president. 

Last  night’s  discussion  on 
constitutional  change  began 
with  a  proposal  submitted  by 
Academics  Vice  President  Reid 
Robison  to  make  the  finance 
office  a  position  appointed  by 
the  President’s  office,  to  give 
the  executive  vice  president 
the  added  responsibility  of 
being  chairman  of  the  college 
council  and  establishing  a 
special  committee  through  the 
President’s  office  “to  draw  up 
a  concrete  proposal  for 
revision  of  student  government 
to  be  handled  by  next  year’s 
council.” 

Each  council  member  gave 
his  view  on  the  issue.  All  of 
the  council  members  expressed 
the  opinion  that  the  finance 
vice  president  should  have  a 
vote  on  the  council,  something 
that  was  not  inherent  in 
Robison’s  proposal. 

In  response  to  the  proposal, 
Dave  Waterman,  athletics  vice 
president  said  the  situation 
should  be  kept  exactly  as  it  is. 

Jon  Elton,  vice  president  of 
culture,  said,  “The  vice 
presidents  should  be  able  to 
vote  on  the  finance  vice 
president  if  he  is  appointed, 
because  he  very  vitally  affects 
their  own  offices.” 


Some  of  the  council 
members  expressed  concern 
that  the  proposal  would  give 
more  power  to  the  president’s 
office,  but  it  was  pointed  out 
by  Ron  Richards,  vice 
president  of  freshmen 
involvement,  that  the  council 
has  the  spending  power. 

“I  think  it’s  the  most 
important  change  we  could 
make,”  said  Kirk  Rector,  vice 
president  of  student 
community  services.  “The  man 
who  handles  the  money  is  the 
governor,”  he  said. 

Women’s  Vice  President 
Karla  Knudsen  said  “I’d  hate 
to  see  finance  office  turn  into 
a  popularity  contest.” 

Finance  Vice  President  Mike 
Waddoups  commented  “I 
don’t  think  the  president 
would  take  advice  of  the 
business  manager  as  much  as 
vice  president  of  finance.”  He 
pointed  out  that  in  the  real 
world,  business  organizations 
give  their  treasurer  a  vote.  “I 
would  submit  that  that  is 
essential.” 

Any  of  the  vice  presidents 
could  be  appointed,  said 
Elton.  He  expressed  that 
election  should  be  left  up  to 
the  constituents  or  the 
students.  “I  think  the 
president  has  the  opportunity 
to  go  into  any  office  and  find 
out  information.” 

“The  secretary  of  the 
treasury  is  appointed,”  said 
Rick  Wilson,  executive  vice 
president. 

The  council  did  not  get  to 
the  issue  of  elimination  of  any 
of  the  offices.

A  group  of  14  persons 
involved  in  renting  off-campus 
apartment  units  met 
Wednesday  to  discuss 
economic  pressures  facing 
Provo-area  landlords. 

Those  at  the  meeting  belong 
to  the  Utah  Valley  Apartment 
Association,  an  organization  of 
apartment  owners.  They 
discussed  among  other  topics, 
the  problems  of  maintaining 
occupancy  when  the 
University’s  enrollment  drops 
during  the  summer. 

Noting  that  “nobody  cuts 
their  prices”  for  summer 
rentals  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
Logan  and  Laramie,  Wyo., 
Association  President  Eugene 
Metier  called  for  ‘local 
landlords’  opinions  on  the 
matter. 

“We  all  kind  of  inherited  a 
cockamamie  situation,” 


acknowledged  David  Grow,  of 
the  King  Henry  Apartments. 
He  said  present  practices  of 
lowering  rates  in  the  summer 
months  were  begun  back  at  a 
time  when  BYU  had  less  than 
4,000  students  and  renters 
lived  in  basements. 

He  suggested  that  a  letter  be 
sent  to  BYU  to  request  a 
solution  for  the  dilemma. 

However,  LaVorn  G.  Sparks, 
owner  of  Sparks  Apartments, 
said,  “I  don’t  think  BYU’s  the 
real  problem,  I  think  we’re  the 
big  problem.  We  really  can’t 
trust  each  other.” 

He  said,  “The  point  is,  we 
agreed  to  do  certain  things  and 
then  in  general  we  get  out  and 
experience  a  pinch  and  say, 
‘Well,  we  agreed,  but  the  pinch 
is  here  and  I’ve  got  to  do 
something  because  I’ve  got  an 
overhead.’  We  mean  well  at  the 
time.” 

Because  of  a  variety  of 
factors  influencing  the  housing 


market,  other  landlords  at  the 
meeting  disagreed  with  any 
attempt  to  continue  winter 
rates  during  the  summer. 
Distances  from  campus,  air 
conditioning,  swimming  pools, 
dishwashers  and  other  utilities 
were  cited  as  factors  that 
would  force  some  apartments 
to  go  empty  unless  rates  were 
lowered  in  the  summer. 

“For  instance,  said  one 
landlord,  if  rates  weren’t 
lowered  during  the  summer  in 
apartments  without  pools,  we 
would  absolutely  have 
nobody  ...  I  mean  nobody.  I 
don’t  think  the  best 
apartments  in  Provo  make 
money  in  the  summer  time.” 

Most  landlords  agreed  that 
present  low  rates  charged  in 
the  Provo  area  during  the 
summer  make  it  virtually 
impossible  to  keep  up 
payments  on  property.

So  it  is  for  the  community 
service  group  located  in  the 
Union  Block  at  32  W.  Center 
in  Provo  after  nearly  a  year  of 
existing  totally  on 
contributions.

Free  primary  medical  care, 
as  well  as  psychiatric  care,  is  a 
main  function  of  Life  Savers, 
which  is  a  national 
organization  noted  for  its 
non-profit  blood  program. 

According  to  Kline,  a  BYU 
senior,  several  cities,  including 
Chicago,  San  Francisco,  and 
Kansas  City  have  asked  him  to 
initiate  like-programs  in  their 
area.  Salt  Lake  City  is  now 
raising  funds  for  duplication  of 
the  Life  Savers’  program  and 
hopes  to  start  one  within  a 
month. 

Life  Savers  received  $200 
from  Provo  City  in  September 
of  19  73  which  somewhat 
supplemented  the  monthly 
$50  check  from  the  March  of 
Dimes,  said  Kline.  However, 
more  is  needed  to  pave  the 
way  for  payment  of  upcoming 
malpractice  insurance,  to 
purchase  newer,  more  efficient 
equipment,  plus  a  microscope 
for  faster  VD  test  results,  and 
to  help  pay  the  two  employes 


(each  working  10  to  15  hours 
a  day  for  $50  a  week),  he 
added. 

Kline  plans  to  approach  the 
State  and  the  Orem  and 
Springville  City  Commissions 
soon  to  request  funding. 

Donation  jars  are  spaced 
throughout  the  community 
and  “a  healthy  contribution 
would  be  greatly  appreciated,” 
he  said. 

Two  local  doctors  each 
donate  one  night  a  week  to 
give  free  examinations  and 
blood  tests  at  the  clinic,  to 
over  30  patients  a  week. 

Approximately  one-fourth 
of  these  are  BYU  students, 
ranging  in  age  from  late  teens 
to  early  20’s.  Welfare 
recipients  also  utilize  the 
program,  often  because  they 
find  it  difficult  obtaining  an 
appointment  with  a  regular 
doctor. 

The  clinic  will  help  “anyone 
with  medical  problems  — 
anything  from  VD  to  sore 
throats,”  says  Kline. 

Another  purpose  of  the 
clinic  is  to  serve  young  people 
who,  for  various  reasons,  don’t 
feel  they  can  go  to  their  family 
doctors,  or  who  don’t  know 
how  to  seek  help  for  their 
particular  problems. 

“A  lot  of  people  just  don’t 
know  what’s  available  or  how 
to  get  in  touch  with  agencies 
that  can  help,”  explained 
Kline.  “If  we  aren’t  able  to 
solve  their  problems  we  refer 
them  to  an  agency  that  can.” 

Kline  hopes  to  offer  free 
optical  and  dental  care  as  soon, 
as  finances  permit  and  to 
initiate  a  blood  pressure  check, 
a  precautionary  measure  that 
he  feels  is  neglected  but 
necessary  for  college  students. 


Equal  rights  worship

“We  had  to  borrow  money 
every  summer  to  make  our 
morgage  payments,”  Grow 
said. 

One  alternative  to  raising 
rents  in  the  summer  brought 
up  in  the  session  was  the 
possibility  of  averaging  winter 
and  summer  rates  into  a  lower 
over-all  figure  that  would  be 
constant  throughout  the  ^ear. 

Another  difficulty  facing  the 
landlords  was  increased  utility 
costs,  especially  in  the  face  of 
possible  price  hikes  in 
electricity  and  natural  gas.

view  of  price  controls,  is  how 
to  pass  on  such  legitimate 
increases  in  operating  costs. 

“A  lot  of  us  are  operating 
awfully  close  to  the  break-even 
point  or  below  even  now,”  he 
said. 

Sparks,  however,  cautioned 
the  landlords  that  any  decision 
made  as  a  group  could  be 
inequitable  to  some  due  to  the 
great  difference  in  problems 
facing  each  landlord.  Problems 
will  often  have  to  be  solved  on 
an  individual  basis,  he  said. 

Sparks  added,  “In  the  first 
place  it  would  be  against  the 
law,  which  I  would  not  be 
willing  to  do,  to  even  discuss  a 
fixed  price  or  a  fixed  ratio  of 


price  — any  thing  that  was 
related  to  price  fixing— I  want 
no  part  of  it.  I  don’t  want  to 


be  associated  with  it  in  any 
way,  and  I’m  sure  none  of  you 


do.’

Only  persons  who  file  tax 
returns  are  eligible  for  annual 
refunds,  an  Internal  Revenue 
Service  information  book 
designed  to  aid  taxpayers  in 
preparing  their  forms  stresses. 

Most  students  earn  under 
$2,050  a  year  thus  exempting 
them  from  paying  income  tax. 
Unless  they  file  either  form 
1040 A  or  the  longer  1040  by 
the  April  15  deadline, 
however,  they  will  not  receive 
the  revenue  they  may  have 
accumulated  by  not  declaring 
all  exemptions  for  tax 
withholding  purposes. 

The  sooner  taxpayers  file 
their  returns,  the  sooner  they 
will  get  their  refunds.  Those 
who  file  their  returns  soon 
after  the  first  of  the  year  can 
expect  refunds  in 
approximately  four  weeks. 
Taxpayers  who  wait  until 
April  will  wait  as  long  as  eight 
weeks  for  refunds. 

Employes  should  have 
received  their  W-2  withholding 
forms  from  employers  by  Jan. 
31,  1974. 

Many  taxpayers  do  not 
declare  all  exemptions  to  their 
employers  so  more  taxes  are 
withheld  from  their  paychecks 
than  is  correct.  The  IRS  would 
prefer  if  persons  would  declare 


the  exemptions  that  they  are 
entitled  to,  but  realize  that 
many  people  like  a  yearly 
bonus  and  will  continue  to 
claim  less  exemptions  than 
they  should  receive. 

Persons  who  claim  all 
exemptions  may  very  well  find 
that  they  will  receive  funds 
also. 

The  IRS  said  it  processed  79 
million  returns  for  1972,  and 
is  preparing  to  handle  81 
million  for  1973.  Record 
refunds  of  $21  billion  were 
made  last  year  and  that  figure 
is  predicted  to  increase  to  $23 
billion  for  1973.

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Sawhill  said  at  a  news 
conference  that  the  standby 
rationing  plan  unveiled  by  the 
energy  office  Tuesday  would 
require  as  many  as  17,000 
people  and  cost  as  much  as  $1 
billion  to  operate. 

He  urged  the  American 
people  to  send  their  comments 
to  the  energy  office  on  the 
rationing  proposal,  under 
which  coupons  would  be 
issued  to  all  licensed  drivers 
over  18. 

Under  the  proposed  system, 
if  the  gasoline  shortage 
remains  at  its  current  20  per 
cent  level,  drivers  could  expect 
to  get  ration  coupons  to  buy 
from  3  3  to  41  gallons  a 
month,  depending  on  where 
they  live. 

if  the  shortage  eases  and  oil 
imports  increase  by  500,000 
barrels  per  day,  the  basic 
monthly  ration  would  be 
increased  from  a  range  of  40 
to  49  gallons,  depending  on 
residence.

City ,  school 
will  shore 
pool  facility 

Plans  for  a  new  swimming 
pool-handball  court  complex, 
to  be  built  at  Provo  High 
School,  are  nearly  complete 
according  to  City  Parks  and 
Recreation  Commissioner, 
Floyd  Giles. 

The  new  complex  is  a  joint 
effort  of  the  Provo  School 
District  and  the  city.  Giles 
commented  that  the  two  have 
had  excellent  success  with 
joint  efforts  in  the  past. 

The  facility  is  being  designed 
by  Bruce  Dixon  and 
Associates.  Giles  said  that  the 
facility  would  make  use  of  a 
U-shaped  pool,  that  would 
incorporate  both  25-yard  and 
25-meter  competition  lanes  as 
well  as  a  shallow  area.  Giles 
also  said  that  12  handball 
courts  are  planned  as  a  part  of 
the  complex. 

The  handball  courts  will  be 
open  to  the  public  in  the  early 
morning  and  again  later  in  the 
day.  During  school  hours  the 
facilities  will  be  used  for  the 
school’s  physical  education 
program. 

A  great  deal  of  time  has 
been  put  into  formulation  of 
plans  for  the  facility,  added 
Giles.  He  said  that  it  had  been 
designed  with  the  ultimate 
usability  in  mind. 

Giles  said  the  project  will 
hopefully  be  released  for  bid 
later  this  month.  Construction 
should  be  completed  late  in 
the  summer  in  time  for  school 
use  this  fall.

Sawhill  said  drivers  living  in 
rural  areas,  cities  with  less  than 
100,000  population,  and  in 
metropolitan  areas  with  poor 
or  nonexistent  mass  transit 
systems  would  get  the  full 
ration. 

Rations  in  urban  areas  with 
moderately  efficient  transit 
systems  would  be  cut  by  10 
per  cent  while  those  in  urban 
areas  with  the  best  transit 
systems  would  be  reduced  by 
20  per  cent. 

The  ration  cutbacks  are 
determined  by  a  complicated 


formula  which  takes  into 
account  the  number  of 
passenger  trips  on  mass  transit 
in  a  year  and  the  urban 
population. 

Giving  examples,  Sawhill 
said  drivers  in  Cincinnati, 
Dallas,  Detroit,  Los  Angeles 
and  San  Diego  would  get  the 
maximum  ration. 

Those  in  Washington,  D.C., 
Cleveland,  Pittsburgh  and 
Miami  would  face  a  10  per 
cent  cutback. 

The  20  per  cent  smaller 
ration  would  apply  to  drivers 
in  New  York,  Baltimore, 
Boston,  Atlanta,  Chicago,  New 
Orleans  and  Philadelphia. 


Cam  still  weighing 
Utah  Senate  race 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
Republican  Mayor  Jake  Garn 
says  he  wants  to  test  the  water . 
before  jumping  into  the  Utah 
Senate  race. 

“I  probably  will  be  a 
candidate  for  the  U.S.  Senate, 
but  1  feel  it  is  too  early  to 
make  any  formal 
announcement,”  Garn  said 
Tuesday. 

He  said  his  feeling  about  the 
race  is  positive  and  optimistic, 
but  has  been  gained  primarily 
from  the  Salt  Lake  City  area. 

Garn  said  he  will  not  make 
any  final  decision  until  he  has 


had  time  to  consult  people 
outside  the  city. 

By  the  end  of  January  and 
the  first  part  of  February, 
Garn  said  he  will  be  spending 
weekends  flying  around  the 
state,  talking  to  party  leaders 
in  various  areas. 

If  they’re  favorable,  he  will 
become  a  candidate,  he  said. 

Of  campaigns,  Garn  said,  “I 
think  they’re  entirely  too  long, 
too  expensive  and  need  to  be 
limited.  I  think  the  people  are 
going  to  get  awfully  tired  of 
the  rhetoric  which  already  is 
being  aired  in  advertisements 
on  radio  and  television.” 
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War  becomes  real  to  students

Middle  East  tensions 
suddenly  became  a  shocking 
reality  to  25  BYU  students  on 
Semester  Abroad,  as  the  recent 
Arab-Israeli  conflict  erupted 
during  their  stay  in  Jerusalem. 

“We  had  been  out  of  fast 
and  testimony  meeting  about  a 
half  hour  when  the  alert  sirens 
sounded,”  Donl  Peterson, 
BYU  professor  and  director  of 
the  tour,  said.  “The  Branch 
presidency  was  in  a  meeting 
and  most  of  the  students  were 
talking  in  small  groups  in  the 
hotel  room  where  we  held 
Church.” 

Peterson  said  the  first 
information  received 
concerning  the  situation  was 
via  broadcasts  from  Cairo  and 
Syria-which  claimed  great 
victories  for  the  Arabs.  Jewish 
television  and  radio  stations 
were  off  the  air  since  it  was 
the  holiday  of  Yom  Kippur, 
the  most  sacred  of  Jewish 
days. 


‘‘I  wasn’t  scared  by  the 
announcements,  only 
surprised,”  Monica  Ashworth, 
of  Las  Vegas,  recalled.  Other 
students  said  they  did  not  feel 
they  were  in  danger  at  any 
time  after  the  conflict  started. 


Bomb  shelters  dot  Golan  Heights,  where  fighting  has  been  heavy  in  past  wars. 


The  actual  fighting  was 
restricted  to  areas  to  the  far 
north  and  south  of  Jerusalem, 


and  students  said  the  city 
appeared  outwardly  calm. 

Precautions  against  attack 
were  evident,  however. 
Windows  were  blackened  to 
discourage  air  attacks  and 


candles  were  used  to  dim 
homes.  Automobiles  also 
blackened  their  headlights 
except  for  a  narrow  slit  that 
was  left  untouched  to  provide 


for  nighttime 


minimum  1 
driving. 

Paul  Ruley,  a  photography 
major,  described  the 
atmosphere  after  the  conflict 
erupted  as  “tense.” 


“The  people  seemed  quiet 
and  preoccupied,”  he  said. 
“Many  shops  were  closed 
because  the  owners  had  been 
called  to  fight  at  the  front.” 

The  students  continued  to 
shop  in  Arab  sectors  and 
noticed  nothing  greatly 
unusual  except  for  an  obvious 
increase  in  the  number  of 
military  personnel  and 
equipment. 

Reports  claiming  great 
victories  for  either  the  Israelis 
or  the  Arabs  were  broadcast 
daily  by  opposing  stations.  “It 
was  very  frustrating  trying  to 
piece  together  what  was  really 
happening,”  tour  director 
Peterson  noted. 

Tour  members  traveled  to 
Salzburg,  Austria  and  joined 
other  BYU  students  there  for 
the  remainder  of  the  semester. 

The  group,  which  included 
four  boys,  1 6  girls  and  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Peterson  and  their 
children,  was  housed  in  a  hotel 
just  inside  the  Arab  area  of 
Jerusalem  and  close  to  the 
walled  Old  City  where  many 
historical  sites  are  located.  In 
addition  to  classroom  study, 
students  spent  a  great  deal  of 
time  touring  significant  spots 
in  the  country  as  well  as 
visiting  several  cities  in  foreign 
countries. 

The  Jerusalem  tour  is  one  of 
four  semester  abroad 
opportunities  sponsored  by 
the  BYU  Travel  Studies. 


Says  Rampton 


Gas  shortage  fears  hurting  tourist  trade

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
Fears  of  gasoline  shortages, 
not  so  much  the  realities  of  a 
shortage,  are  crippling  Utah’s 
tourist  accommodations 
industry,  Gov.  Calvin  L. 
Rampton  indicated  Tuesday. 

His  comments  came  at  a 
meeting  with  top  banking 
officials,  Small  Business 
Administration  officials  and 
members  or  representatives  of 
the  Utah  congressional 
delegation. 


Rampton  said  he  has  been 
receiving  widespread  requests 
for  assistance  from  motel  and 
hotel  owners  throughout  Utah 
who  say  their  occupancy  rates 
have  dropped  drastically. 

The  governor  said  the 
situation  has  deteriorated  to 
serious  threats  of  financial 
insolvency  for  some  of  the 
owners.  He  said  he  called  the 
meeting  to  inquire  what  steps 
the  financial  bankers  of  such 
businesses  could  take  or 
recommend  to  relieve  the 
plight  of  the  tourist  industry. 

“Utah  depends  on  tourism 


more  than  any  other  state  than 
perhaps  Hawaii  and  Nevada,” 
Rampton  said. 

“Gasoline  rationing  will 
absolutely  cut  off  the  tourist 
trade,  and  even  if  no  rationing 
program  is  begun,  the 
psychological  effect  of  the 
energy  situation  will  severely 
hamper  the  industry. 

“I  can’t  advertise,  ‘Come  to 
Utah,  we  have  gas  here.’  That’s 
the  best  way  for  us  to  end  up 
with  no  gas  here. 

‘  ‘  In  any  event,  we  must 
expect  a  depressed  year  in  the 
tourist  trade.” 


The  governor  said  recent 
burgeoning  of  the  motel  and 
hotel  industry  in  the  Salt  Lake 
area,  and  other  areas,  came 
before  the  extent  of  the 
energy  crisis  was  seen.  He  said 
many  of  the  owners  of  the 
new  accommodations  had  not 
time  before  the  fuel  crunch  hit 
to  establish  financial  cushions. 


“Many  have  large  debts  and 
are  facing  insolvency,”  he  said. 
Rampton  asked  whether  the 
SBA  could  insure  short-term 
loans  from  banks  to  motel 
owners  to  cover  operating 


“We’re  on  the  hot  seat  now 
for  dealing  with  ineligibles,” 
Hopkins  said. 


Mountain  Fuel  will  try  again 


on  petition  for  rate  increase 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
Officials  of  Mountain  Fuel 
Supply  Co.  say  they  will  file  a 
petition  for  rehearing  before 
the  Public  Service  Commission 
for  full  approval  of  a  rate 
increase  the  company  is 
seeking. 


On  Monday,  the  commission 
granted  the  firm  only  61  per 
cent  of  a  request  for  a  10.37 
per  cent  increase,  when 
compared  with  1972  Utah 
revenues. 

The  firm  was  allowed  an

additional  $6.2  million 
annually.  How  the  rate  hike 
will  be  allocated  among 
customers  will  be  decided  at 
another  hearing  Feb.  4. 

“The  management  ...  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the 
commission  erred  by  including 
investment,  revenues  and 
expenses  of  the  company’s 
nonutility  oil  business  and  its 
determination  of  rates  for 
natural  gas  service  in  Utah,”  a 
statement  by  the  utility  said. 

Previously,  Mountain  Fuel’s 
oil  revenues  were  segregated 
from  the  utility,  or  natural  gas 
revenues  in  separate  accounts. 
Only  utility  investments, 
expenses  and  revenues  were 
used  to  compute  customer 
rates. 


The  commission  said 
merging  the  two  accounts  for 
the  rate-making  purposes 
“does  result  in  just  and 
reasonable  rates  by  both 
protecting  the  consumers 
against  exploitation  and  by 
promoting  the  financial 
integrity”  of  the  firm. 

The  company’s  statement 
said  “other  errors  were  made 
in  the  order  .... 

“If  rehearing  is  denied  or 
does  not  result  in  modification 
of  the  order,  an  appeal  will  be 
taken.” 

Mountain  Fuel  also  alleged 
that  the  order  “violates  the 
constitutions  of  the  United 
States  and  Utah  in  dealing 
with  the  rights  of  the  company 
and  its  investors.” 


Weather  holds  up 


street  renovation 


The  renovation  of  Center 
Street  in  Provo  to  comply  with 
Environmental  Protection 
Agency  requirements  came  to 
a  standstill  due  to  inclement 
weather  but  should  get  moving 
again  as  warmer  temperatures 
come,  say, city  officials. 

According  to  Frank  Turner, 
Provo  City  traffic  engineer, 
items  to  be  completed  on  the 
project  include  painting  new 
lines  along  the  street  allowing 
only  one  row  of  parking  in  the 
middle  of  the  street  and 
installation  of  cement  parking 
blocks  at  the  end  of  each 
parking  space. 

Turner  said  some  of  the 
seal-coat,  used  to  cover  the  old 
lines,  is  coming  up  and  must 
be  re-laid  before  the  street  can 
be  repainted.  The  pavement 
must  be  fairly  warm— at  least 
40  degrees  for  four 
consecutive  days  -to  facilitate 
the  painting,  he  said. 


Deadline  for  the  completion 
of  the  project,  set  by  the  EPA, 
was  November,  said  Turner, 
but  due  to  weather  problems 
and  heavy  Christmas  traffic, 
the  deadline  was  not  met  and 
EPA  regulations  were  not 
enforced. 


According  to  EPA  reports, 
air  pollution  levels  in  the 
downtown  area  were  above 
allowable  levels.  Much  of  the 
pollution  was  due  to  idling 
cars  in  the  traffic-congested 
area.  The  second  row  of 
middle-street  parking  is  being 
eliminated  to  allow  better 
circulation  of  traffic,  said 
Turner. 


Another  project  required  by 
the  EPA  is  the  construction  of 
a  bike  path  between  BYU  and 
the  downtown  area,  said  the 
city  official.  The  deadline  for 
this  project  is  May  1,  he  said. 
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Policewoman  directs  armor  toward  frontier  at  checkpoint  near  BYU  center.

Stan's  band 
travels  with 
luxury  bus

From  California  to  Maine, 
Texas  to  Canada,  75,000  miles 
a  year  flash  by  the  windows. 
The  musicians  slump  in  the 
reclining  seats  trying  to  get  the 
rest  of  a  night’s  sleep.  It’s 
somehow  the  1940s  again, 
except  most  of  these  music 
mer.  were  not  born  then. 

It's  the  Stan  Kenton 
Express,  or  more  likely  the 
Stan  Kenton  Local,  making 
the  big  band  sound  from 
Keokuk  to  Kankakee,  and  the 
lean  61-year-old  leader  of  the 
band  sits  two  seats  behind  the 
bus  driver,  where  there  is  six 
inches  more  leg  room  for  his 
6-foot-6  frame. 

“People  say  to  me,  ‘Why  do 
you  keep  this  road  thing 
going?’  And  1  try  to  explain  to 
them  that  the  road  to  me  is 
freedom. 

“We  play  only  where  we’re 
wanted,  where  we  have  the 
freedom  to  play  music  of  our 
choice.” 

It  was  the  same  in  the  ’40s 
when  Kenton’s  progressive  Big 
Band  jazz  rocked  concert  halls 
and  college  proms  across 
America  with  big,  brassy, 
intricate  orchestrations,  raging 
rhythms,  alternately  warm  as 
an  organ,  then  explosive  and 
searing. 

“The  band  to  me  is  a 
romantic  band,”  Kenton  says 
as  the  bus  grinds  out  dozens  of 
Iowa  miles  with  a  beat  of  its 
own. 

“1  can’t  stand  frivolous 
things.  I  want  our  music  to 
express  the  widest  range  of 
emotion  from  the  most 
intimate,  delicate  form  of 
communication  to  a  roaring, 
intense,  organized  expression 
of  human  energy.” 

Five  trumpets,  five 
trombones,  five  saxophones,  a 
tuba,  drums,  bass  violin,  Congo 
drums  and  Kenton’s  piano. 
Eighteen  highly  disciplined, 
precise  musicians  that 
somehow  make  music  sound 
like  spontaneous  creation.

Bad  ratings 
end  series 

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Last 
September,  “Calucci’s  Dept.” 
began  on  CBS  with  high  hopes 
and  good  reviews.  It  quickly 
got  miserable  ratings,  a 
November  cancellation  and 
was  whisked  off  the  air. 

Wha’  hoppen?  as  they  say  in 
Manhattan,  where  the  series 
was  made. 

‘‘Well,  it  just  was  a 
combination  of  things,”  sighed 
Bob  Precht,  executive 
producer  of  the  comedy  series 
about  an  unemployment 
office. 

“Obviously  ,  what  hurt  us 
initially  was  the  fact  that  we 
didn’t  get  a  strong  station 
lineup,”  Precht  said.  “We  had 
a  lot  of  holes  and  a  lot  of 
major  markets  either  didn’t 
take  us  or  they  put  us  in 
strange  time  periods,  and  it 
really  hurt  us.” 

By  “holes”  he  meant  that 
although  CBS  scheduled  the 
show  in  a  Friday  night  slot,  a 
number  of  CBS  affiliates— 
none  is  required  to  adhere  to 
CBS’  schedule-didn’t  carry  it 
at  that  time,  let  alone  day. 
And  it  didn’t  appear  at  all  in 
many  areas. 

CBS  officials,  citing  one 
mid-December  week,  said 
“Calucci”  only  was  shown  by 
133  stations,  compared  with 
the  top-rated  “All  in  the 
Family,”  which  aired  on  203 
stations,  or  99  per  cent  of 
CBS’  affiliates. 

Why  wasn’t  “Calucci” 
carried  on  more  stations? 

“I  really  don’t  know,” 
Precht  said,  theorizing  that 
one  factor  may  have  been  that 
defecting  affiliates  felt 
“Calucci,”  followed  by  “Roll 
Out,”  made  for  a  weak 
combination  they  din’t  want 
up  against  a  strong  NBC 
evening  that  began  with 
“Sanford  and  Son.” 

‘‘I  guess  it  —  the 
combination— was  a  gamble 
that  didn’t  work,”  he  said. 
“I’m  baffled  by  it,  because  I 
think  we  got  reasonably  good 
word  of  mouth. 

“And  I  don’t  buy  this 
business  that  ours  was  a  ‘New 
York’  show  and  too  New 
York-oriented,”  he  said, 
referring  to  the  oft-quoted 
theory  that  what  slays  them  in 
Manhattan  bores  them  in 
Peoria.

PONTIAC,  Mich.  (AP)  ■ 
The  Big  Bad  Wolf  sure 
wouldn’t  be  able  to  blow  the 
Pontiac  Metropolitan  Stadium 
down. 

But,  maybe  they  could  use 
his  huffing  and  puffing  to  help 
erect  the  roof. 

The  $41  million,  80,000-seat 
stadium  now  under 
construction  is  going  to  be 
covered  with  an  air-inflated 
dome— the  only  one  of  its  kind 
of  such  magnitude  in  the 


world,  according  to  the 
architect. 

“Fans  blowers  will  deliver 
the  air.  It  will  take  about  four 
million  cubic  feet  per  minute,” 
explained  Constantin  Micuda, 
project  director  for  the 
stadium. 

Micuda,  of  the  Birmingham, 
Mich.,  architectural  firm  of 
Dell,  Hewlett  and  Luckenbach, 
said  he  didn’t  know  how  long 
it  would  take  to  inflate  the 
dome  but  once  inflated  it 
would  stay  inflated.

A  program  called  “For  Your  Life”  is  being  sponsored  by  the 
ASBYU  Athletics  Office  jointly  with  the  Dean’s  Council  of  the 
College  of  Physical  Education. 

“For  Your  Life”  is  an  annual  event  sponsored  to  encourage 
and  promote  physical  fitness  among  the  members  of  the  BYU 
community. 

In  past  years,  the  program  has  involved  running.  This  year, 
two  additional  activities  have  been  included.  “Swim  For  Your 
Life,  and  “Bicycle  For  Your  Life”  are  the  new  activities  to 
help  in  making  people  more  aware  of  fitness. 

The  program  will  start  Wednesday.  At  10  a.m.  in  the  Varsity 
Theater  a  symposium  will  be  presented.  Featured  speakers  at 
the  event  will  be  Dr.  A.  Garth  Fisher,  head  of  the  Human 
Performance  Research  Center,  and  Dr.  Philip  E.  Allsen,  noted 
physiology  professor.  In  connection  with  their  lectures  they  will 
present  slides  to  introduce  the  “For  Your  Life”  program. 

A  ribbon-cutting  ceremony,  which  will  be  the  initial  kickoff 
for  the  program,  is  scheduled  next  Thursday  at  8  a.m.  in  the 
annex  of  the  Smith  Pieldhouse.  College  deans,  department 
chairmen  and  other  University  dignitaries  will  be  in  attendance. 
After  the  ribbon-cutting  ceremony,  the  entire  day  will  be 
devoted  to  running  bicycling  and  swimming. 

Running  and  bicycling  activities  will  take  place  in  the 
fieldhouse  on  the  track.  Swimming  will  be  in  the  pool  at  the 
Richards  P.E.  building.  Those  wishing  to  sign  up  for 
participation  in  the  Jan.  25  kick-off  day  may  do  so  at  the 
Varsity  Theater  during  the  symposium  next  Thursday. 

The  program  will  run  until  April  12.  At  that  time  all 
participants  who  have  completed  the  requirements  will  receive  a 
certificate  of  achievement  plus  a  color-designed  shirt. 

Requirements  for  the  program  are  running  120  miles, 
swimming  30  miles,  or  bicycling  360  miles.  Any  approved 
combination  of  the  three  events  will  also  meet  the  requirements. 

In  explaining  the  event,  Jim  Pedersen,  executive  assistant 
from  the  Athletics  Office,  said,  “Students  who  are  willing  to 
meet  the  requirements  will  experience  a  definite  cardio-vascular 
growth,  as  well  as  improved  endurance  and  muscle  tone.” 

Pedersen  said  the  program  is  now  four  years  old  at  BYU,  and 
that  he  hopes  “a  similar  program  will  be  started  at  other  places 
in  the  future.”

Guilty  Astro  to  return 


to  Houston  for  surgery 


SANTO  DOMINGO  (AP)  - 
Baseball  star  Cesar  Cedeno, 
fined  $100  after  being  found 
guilty  of  involuntary 
manslaughter  Tuesday,  plans 
to  return  to  Houston  as  soon 
as  possible  for  surgery  on  his 
injured  knee  and  hopes  to 
attend  spring  training  with  the 
Houston  Astros  on  schedule. 

Cedeno  continued  to  refuse 
to  talk  to  newsmen,  as  he  has 
since  being  arrested  following 
the  Dec.  1 1  shooting  death  of 
19-year-old  Altagracia  de  la 
Cruz  in  a  Santo  Domingo  hotel 
room. 

But  relatives  of  the 
23-year-old  outfielder  said 


Tuesday  they  expected 
Cedeno  to  return  to  Houston 
for  surgery  on  the  injured 
knee,  which  prevented  him 
from  playing  winter  ball  this 
season. 

Cedeno,  who  could  have 
drawn  a  three-year  prison 
sentence,  still  has  two  civil 
suits  pending  for  possible 
damages,  one  on  behalf  of  Miss 
Cruz’  3-year-old  daughter,  the 
other  filed  by  her  aunt  and 
uncle. 

But  legal  sources  said 
Cedeno  would  not  have  to 
remain  in  Santo  Domingo  for 
the  civil  suits,  paving  the  way 
for  his  return  to  Houston.

Tarkenton  told  the  Minneapolis  Star  he  made  the  decision 
prior  to  the  Super  Bowl  to  give  half  of  his  earnings  to  Daytop 
village,  a  drug  rehabilitation  program  in  New  York,  and  half,  or 
$3,750,  to  the  Minneapolis  Association  for  Retarded  Children. 

He  said,  “The  game  has  been  good  to  me  financially. 
Sometimes  I  feel  a  little  awkward  when  I  meet  and  talk  with 
people  who  need.  I  mean  I  look  at  my  own  life  and  say,  ‘It’s 
exciting  and  good  and  prosperous.’  Then  I  remember  all  the 
noble  words  about  trying  to  ease  the  hardships  of  others.  All  of 
us  try  to  help  some  time  or  other.  But  I  think  a  person  always 
has  to  ask  himself,  ‘Do  I  share  enough  of  myself?” 

He  said  his  concern  for  drug  problems  goes  back  a  number  of 
years.  He  has  privately  expressed  concern  over  what  he  thinks  is 
the  increased  use  of  drugs  by  professional  football  players.  And, 
he  said,  a  few  days  ago  a  teenage  nephew  of  his  wife  died  of  an 
overdose  of  barbituates.

Mantle  elected  first  time 
to  baseball  Hall  of  Fame

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  The  doors  to  baseball’s 
Hall  of  Fame  swung  open  Wednesday,  and 
longtime  New  York  Yankee  great  Mickey 
Mantle  was  expected  to  step  through. 

Two  other  old  stars,  pitcher  Whitey  Ford 
and  slugger  Ralph  Kiner,  close  in  previous 
years,  hoped  to  accompany  Mantle  when 
voting  by  members  of  the  Baseball  Writers 
Association  of  America  was  announced  at 
news  conference. 

Mantle  said,  “it  was  a  tremendous  thrill  for 
me  that  Whitey  also  made  it.  He  was  the  best 
pitcher  I  ever  saw  and  1  thought  he  should 
have  made  it  last  year.” 

Ford  came  up  to  the  Yankees  in  1950,  the 
year  before  Mantle,  and  compiled  a  236-106 
won-lost  record  with  a  .690  percentage— the 
highest  in  history  for  any  pitcher  with  more 
than  200  victories. 

Ford  won  25  games  in  1961  and  two  years 
later  was  a  24  game  winner. 

A  stylish  left-hander,  he  compiled  a  career 
earned  run  average  of  2.74  and  a  2.71  ERA  in 
World  Series  action. 

“It  was  just  great  for  the  two  of  us  to  get  in 
together,”  said  Ford,  who  was  extremely  close 
to  Mantle  during  their  playing  days.  “Our 
families  are  still  quite  close.” 

Third  place  in  the  balloting  went  to  pitcher 
Robin  Roberts  who  totaled  224  votes.  Slugger 
Ralph  Kiner  was  fourth  at  215. 


Kiner  fell  49  votes  short  of  election  last  year 
but  was  57  away  from  the  necessary  total  this 
time.  A  player  must  be  retired  five  years  to  be 
eligible  for  election  to  the  Hall. 

There  were  45  candidates  on  the  ballot  this 
year. 

Mantle  and  Ford  will  be  officially  inducted 
this  summer  in  Cooperstown,  N.Y. 

Some  350  ballots  were  returned  by  BBWAA 
and  Mantle,  eligible  for  the  first  time,  needed 
to  be  named  by  75  per  cent  of  the  voters  to 
win  election.  The  magic  number,  based  on  350 
ballots,  was  262. 

Only  six  other  players  have  been  elected  to 
the  Hall  of  Fame  in  their  first  year  of 
eligibility.  They  were  Ted  Williams,  Bob 
Feller,  Stan  Musial,  Sandy  Koufax,  Jackie 
Robinson  and  Warren  Spahn. 

Spahn  made  it  last  year  when  Ford  missed 
by  only  29  votes  and  Kiner  by  49.  This  was 
Kiner’s  14th  year  on  the  BBWAA  ballot.  If  he 
missed  election  in  1974,  he  had  only  one  more 
chance  to  be  named  by  the  writers.  After  1  5 
years,  candidates  appearing  on  the  ballot  but 
still  not  elected,  pass  on  to  the  Veteran’s 
Committee,  who  may  consider  them  five  years 
later. 

Mantle  was  one  of  three  home  run  sluggers 
on  the  ballot  for  the  first  time  this  year.  He 
had  536  homers  in  1 8  seasons  with  the 
Yankees,  compiling  a  career  batting  average  of 
.298.  He  led  the  American  League  in  homers 
four  times  and  was  named  the  league’s  Most 
Valuable  Player  three  times. _

King  named  1973's 
best  woman  athlete 

SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP)  -  Billie  Jean  King  realizes  that  in 
sports  the  breaks  usually  even  out. 

Therefore,  her  first  reaction  to  being  named  Tuesday  as  the 
Associated  Press’  Female  Athlete  of  the  Year  a  second  time  was, 
“Thanks,  but ...” 

The  31 -year-old  Californian  won  her  fifth  Wimbledon  singles 
title  in  1973,  “but  Margaret  Court  had  a  better  year  than  me.” 

“I  should  have  won  it  in  1971,”  the  blunt-speaking  Mrs.  King 
added.  An  exciting  newcomer  on  the  tennis  scene  that  year, 
Evonne  Goolagong,  won  the  AP  award  then. 

Mrs.  King  won  the  award  for  the  first  time  in  1967.  Her 
second  time  around,  she  received  487  votes  from  AP  member 
sports  writers  and  broadcasters,  compared  to  146  for  runner-up 
Olga  Korbut,  the  Russian  gymnast. 

“I’m  afraid  it  is  too  much  of  a  popularity  vote,”  said  the 
winner  during  the  $50,000  tournament  here  this  week  which 
opened  the  Virginia  Slims  women’s  professional  tennis  tour. 

When  asked  if  her  straight-set  victory  over  55-year-old  Bobby 
Riggs  in  a  summertime  exhibition  match  at  the  Houston 
Astrodome  was  the  reason  for  her  1973  popularity,  she 
answered,  “Definitely.” 

The  match,  carried  around  the  world  on  television,  quieted 
the  crowing  of  hustler  Riggs,  who  had  handily  beaten  Mrs. 
Court  in  a  match  on  Mother’s  Day.  And  it  was  worth  $200,000 
to  the  winning  Mrs.  King,  who  has  fought  for  women’s  rights  in 
tennis  and  elsewhere. 

“But  I  won’t  play  him  again,”  she  said.  “The  others  can  have 
a  shot  at  him  if  they  want.  1  think  Rosie  Casals  is  going  to  play 
him  next.” 

Billie  Jean  suffered  a  leg  injury  exactly  a  year  ago  that  put  her 
out  of  action  several  months.  Later  in  the  year,  she  was 
sidelined  by  other  ailments,  including  a  virus  and  heat 
prostration  the  U.S.  Open  at  Forest  Hills.

Pelham  Grenville  Wodehouse 
is  famous  for  his  humorous 
stories  and  novels  about  the 
whimsy  and  idleness  of  the 
upperclasses  of  England  and 
America.  He  has  created  such 
unforgettable  characters  as 
Bertie  Wooster,  Psmith,  Mr. 
Mulliner  and  Jeeves,  the  valet. 
Farcical  situations  and 
intricate  story  lines,  ingenious 
word  play,  pompous  verbiage 
and  unexpected  slang  have 
produced  an  elaborate  style  in

been  dead  for  almost  89  years. 
But  that  doesn’t  seem  to  deter 
his  fans,  who  send  the 
elephant  a  pile  of  mail  each 
year. 

Jumbo,  who  was  killed  when 
he  was  struck  by  a  train  in 
Ontario,  was  said  by  Barnum 
to  be  the  largest  elephant  in 
captivity  —  12  feet  tall  and 
weighing  seven  tons. 


the  approximately  100 
Wodehouse  books  presently  in 
print. 

Born  in  England  in  1881,  he 
visited  the  United  states  in 
1909  and  liked  it  so  much  that 
he  stayed  on.  His  first  break  as 
a  writer  in  America  came  when 
the  Saturday  Evening  Post 
bought  his  novel,  “Something 
New,”  as  a  serial.  Besides 
novels  and  short  stories, 
Wodehouse  has  collaborated  in 
numerous  successful  plays  and 
musical  comedies.  At  92  he  is 
still  working.  He  has  just 
published  a  book  in  England 
entitled,  “Golf  Omnibus”  and 
has  just  finished  writing  one 
entitled  “Bachelors” 
“Anonymous.” 

Wodehouse  believes  that 
humorous  writing  has  all  but 
disappeared  today.  According 
to  him,  its  heyday  was  in  the 
20’s  and  30’s  with  writers  like 
Robert  Benchley,  James 
Thurber,  Dorothy  Parker  and 
Frank  Sullivan. 

As  far  as  Wodehouse  is 
concerned,  however,  his 
outlook  and  writing  style  have 
not  altered  dramatically. 
Though  he  enjoys  writing  as 
much  as  he  used  to  and  cannot 
picture  himself  in  any  other 
profession,  says  Widehouse,  “I 
don’t  seem  to  get  ideas  so 
much  these  days.  I  don’t  think 
many  people  do  when  they  get 
into  their  90’s.”

Monday  night  in  the  Salt  Palace,  a  sellout  crowd  of  over 
12,000,  were  treated  to  a  delightful  evening  of  comic  basketball 
and  European  circus  acts. 

The  Harlem  Globetrotter  Show  as  it  is  billed  is  not  just  a 
basketball  game,  but  more  an  evening  of  variety.  It  starts  off 
with  a  high  wire  act  from  Circus  Circus  in  Las  Vegas.  The  act 
was  typically  European,  and  readied  the  people  for  the  stars  of 
the  show,  the  world  famous  Globetrotters.

The  show  is  centered  around  the  continually  chattering 
Lemon.  A  mediocre  basketball  player,  Meadowlark  makes  up 
what  he  lacks  in  ability  with  his  wild  passes  and  child  like 
pranks  that  turn  the  crowd  upside  down  with  laughter.  While 
the  Trotters  have  a  set  of  standard  “reams”  (comic  routines), 
the  crowd  seemed  to  enjoy  the  instantaneous  happenings  the 
best.  And  when  it  comes  to  improvising,  you  can’t  beat  Lemon. 
He’ll  spend  as  much  time  in  the  stands,  shaking  hands  or  stealing 
cotton  candy  from  a  sales  boy  who  stood  there  wondering  what 
he  was  going  to  tell  his  boss  when  he  came  up  short. 

Lemon  had  the  crowd  in  his  pocket  as  they  cheered  his  every 
move  and  moaned  when  he  missed  a  shot.  The  Lark 
demonstrated  his  ability  to  create  comedy  when  coming  down 
the  court  he  spotted  an  elderly  couple  getting  up  to  leave. 
Coming  up  to  the  couple  like  a  teacher  to  a  couple  of  students 
trying  to  sneak  out  of  an  assembly,  the  Lark  yelled,  “you  ain’t 
leaving  yet,  we  ain’t  through,”  and  escorted  the  couple  back  to 
their  seats  where  they  stayed  until  the  Globies  were  through. 

While  Meadowlark  was  the  main  attraction,  other  trotters 
displayed  their  comic  talents  as  well.  Second  clown  Moon 
Hunter  took  over  for  Lemon  for  the  third  quarter  and  lived  up 
to  his  reputation  as  the  Trotters  wildest  clown.  Other  Trotters 
appealed  to  the  crowd  for  sympathy  when  they  missed  a  shot  or 
were  fouled.  Throughout  the  game  the  Trotters  displayed  an 
ability  of  getting  the  crowd  involved  in  what  was  going  on  on 
the  floor. 

During  the  half  time  two  pro  Ping  Pong  players,  Robert 
Ashley  from  the  US  and  Simon  Heaps  from  England.  The  two 
displayed  great  talent  and  played  the  game  the  way  it’s  played 
in  international  tournaments.
